Although the Harrison anti-nar-

He and His Wife Adopted 
and Reared 35 Youngsters 


Police Sergeant Joseph Schnei- 
der, who won recognition for his 
efficiency as a pioneer traffic of- 
ficer and who has been described 
as having “the most remarkable 
family in S&t. Leuis” because he 
adopted 35 children, died today 
at his home, 6207 West Park ave- 
nue, after an iliness of several 
months resulting from a paralytic 
stroke suffered last Dec. 11. 

“Officer Joe,” as he was known 
to thousands of St. Louisans who 
passed him daily at Twelfth and 
Locusts streets, where he directed 
traffic prior to 1924, was known 
as “Uncle Joe” to his children. 
He acted as foster father to 18 
boys and girls and legally adopted 
17. Twenty children are living 
now at his home; two of the chil- 
dren he befriended years ago have 
married and have homes of their 
own. 

His skill as a traffic officer won 
him national recognition, visitors 
who watched him from the win- 
dows of Hotel Jefferson referring 
to him as “the human semaphore.” 
He became an institution, direct- 
ing the traffic of what was then 
the busiest corner in the city. 

Greeted Friends. 

No matter how congested the 
traffic, “Officer Joe” seldom made 
a slip or failed to greet acquaint- 
ances with his flashing smile. He 
seemed to have eyes in the back 
of his head, watching four direc- 
tions at once, keeping both thumbs 
in motion, maintaining a flow of 
verbal advice and direction, ref- 
ereeing misunderstandings, keep- 
ing everybody moving, and withal, 
preserving his good nature. : 

Once he was transferred to an- 
other station, but such a flood of 
protesting letters and telephone 
calls came to the Chief's office 
that he was restored quickly to 
his accustomed post, there to make 
each motorist feel that he was the 
recipient of his personal attention. 
An attempt was made to promote 
him, but Patrolman Schneider, 
then supporting 10 children in 
a five-room flat on his salary of 
$90 a month, plus allowances from 
the Board of Children’s Guardians 
for some of his proteges, refused 
promotion, knowing that it would 
mean he would have to leave his 
corner. 

Made Sergeant in 1924. 

Finally, still over his protest, he 
was made a Sergeant, Nov. 1, 1924. 
and assigned to detective headquar- 
ters, but was transferred after a 
few weeks to the Angelica Street 
District where he remained until 
November, 1928, when he went to 
the North Market Street Station. 
While about to call his station from 
Broadway and North Market street 
Schneider, who was 54, suffered 2 
paralytic stroke. He apparently 
recovered and was transferred to 
the Angelica street station, but his 
health began to fail, and he was 
granted a sick leave, Feb. 15. 

Chief Gerk, who as a traffic Ser- 
geant stationed “Officer Joe” at 
Twelfth and Locust streets,. re- 
ferred to him today “as an eager, 
ambitious, and faithful policeman” 
and recalled that during his years 
as a traffic officer he was so popu- 
lar that he received “more Christ- 
mas presents than any six police- 

*n together in the city.” 

Quiet and solitary relaxation held 
no place in the life of “Officer Joe.”

Known Far and Wide to| 
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SERGEANT JOSEPH SCHNEIDER 


After a hard day at his busy cor- 
ner, he would return to the flat he 
then occupied on Goodfellow ave- 
nue, to be greeted by the cheers of 
“his ehildren.”” Sometimes 10 or 
more ‘would be in the house. 


Gave Home to Orphans. 

“Officer Joe” never had any chil- 
dren of his own, so he made a 
home for arphans and other -de- 
pendent youngsters. Nor did he 
ever encourage those who had fa- 
thers living to forget that fact, in- 
structing them to call him “uncle” 
rather than “father.” No matter 
how many children he was shelter- 
ing, there was always room for one 
more, for both he and Mrs. Schnei- 
der, who made such a home possi- 
ble, dreaded the clock-work disci- 
pline of institutions: They have 
seen their proteges grow up and go 
out in the world as successfui men 
and women. Others came to the 
home to take their places. 

Commenting once on the growth 
of their “family,” Mrs. Schneider 
said: 

“When you have adopted one 
child, people seem to assume you 
will take another and they bring 
you homeless children whom you 
just cannot turn away.” 

Frequent outings on a farm in 
the Meramec hills kept the children 
ruddy and healthy and during his 
hours off “Officer Joe” was never 
too tired to race about the farm 
with his riotous gang, a “gang” 
dear to his heart. 

Surprise Birthday Party. 

On his forty-sixth birthday, Mrs. 
Schneider gave him a surprise 
party, aided by friends who met 
him when he came off.dtty and 
took him driving until dinner time. 
A-big cake with 46 candles dec- 
orated the table and about 40 
friends attended the party. Thej| 
children, nine of whom were in the 
house at the time, had most of 
the cake. 

Schneider's funeral will be held 
Friday or Saturday afternoon at 2 
o'clock, the day depending upon 
the time of the arrival of a broth- 
er from Cahfornia, from the Wil- 
liam.

Survivor of the 
rigors of frontier life and count- 
less exploits in the Black Hills gold 
rush days, he was weakened py the 
weight of 84 years and succumbed 
to pneumonia after an illness of 
several months. 

Deadwood Dick’s exploits, fancy 
and plain, were used in 64 paper- 
backed thrillers by Edward L. 
Wheeler, known as Ned Buntline, 
and as such formed the clandestine 
reading matter for a generation in 
the pre-movie era.

Locked in ‘Ice Box, $165 Stolen. 

Joseph A. King was locked in 
the ice box at his grocery and meat 
market, 2801 Magnolia avenue, this 
morning by two armed men, who 


took $165 from the cash register. 
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Construction of a hew right-of- 
way for the Wabash Railway ‘and 
a new route for Grand Drive, in 
Forest Park, in connection with 
the erection of a street viaduct to 
eliminate a grade crossing of the 


railroad at Union boulevard and 
Lindell drive, has necessitated the 
destruction of about 200 park 
trees. 

A contractor has begun the grad- 
ing of the new railroad line and 
all the trees have been chopped 
down and the stumps torn out. 

This work “adjoins the line of 
the. recently finished River ¢es 
Peres; sewer, for which 480 trees 
in the park were sacrificed. The 
tracks: had to be lowered in order 
to build the viaduct and this made 
i* necessary to provide a new route 
for the Wabash for three-quarters 
of a mile across the park, which 
wil! be depressed, whereas the old 
one is elevated, yet the two 
rights-of-way are within a stone's 
throw of each other. 

The change in the tracks, in 
turn, required the shifting of 
Grand drive to the north, 

Entering the park at Kingshigh- 
way and Audubon avenue, between 
the Jewish and Barnes hospital 
groups, by way of a cut under 
Kingshighway, the Wabash swings 
to the north, crosses Grand drive 
4in sight of the main Lindell-Kings- 
highway entrance on a conctete 
viaduct erected in 1904, and bends 
west, leaving the park at the Un- 
ion-Lindell grade — crossing. The 
new route is immediately to the 
west and south of the old one. The 
railroad was there before the park 
was developed. The new Grand 
drive will cross over the new 
tracks. 

Counts 147 Holes. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter counted 
147 holes. where trees appeared to 
have been removed for the new 
railroad right-of-way. Of these, 53 
seemed to be trees with trunks a 
foot or more in diameter and the 
rest were smaller. About 65 were 
south of Grand drive and about 82 
were between Grand drive and Un- 
ion-Lindell. In the new route of 
Grand drive there were 74 holes 
where trees appeared to have been 
torn up, of which 20 were big and 
94 small. The total number of 
holes in both swaths was 221. 

City Park Superintendent Keith, 
who resides in the house in Forest 
Park at Lindell-Union, thinks that 
not more than 150 trees were de- 
stroyed. The remaining holes, _ he 
thinks were -made when § Jarge 
shrubs with extensive roots Were 
torn up. Most of the destroyed 
‘trees, he related, were maples and 
‘ailanthus, and there were a few 
'sycamores. The maples were the 
largest, many having trunks two 
feet or more in diameter. The 
‘ailanthus, frequently called the 
“Tree of Heaven,’’.flowers profuse- 
tad in the spring. 

Many of these trees were in poor 
| condition, Keith declared, largely 
because of age. But several fine 
‘sycamores which he particularly 
regrets losing were removed to 
make room for the new Grand 
drive, near Sylvan drive. Half a 
dozen fine trees close to the new 
track line will be saved by proteéc- 
tive piles of rock, Keith said. A 
comparatively small amount of 
shrubbery has been destroyed. 

Forlorn Pile of Stumps. 

The chief clumps of larger trees 
along the railroad line that have 
been laid low were opposite Forest 


Park avetiue, near the pedestrian 
path from West Pine boulevard, on 
either side of Grand drive and a 
short distance. east of Union drive. 
The forlorn stumps ‘have been 
hauled by tractors to several gro- 
tesque piles, in sight of passing mo- 
torists. ~.. 

City officials in charge of the 
work are at a loss to dispose of 
the stumps and the trunks, since 
the stuff is too green to burn well 
now. There are about 60 motor- 
truck loads, which it will cost per- 
haps $300 to move away, and no 
place has been found to receive 
the refuse. The Park Division has 
no deaire for it, unless to. make 
fires for skaters next winter. 

One of the most attractive sec- 
tions despoiled by the work is the 
wooded lawn east of the railroad, 
between Grand and Lindell drives 
and in sight of Kingshighway. 

Park Commissioner Pape said 
400 to 500 small trees of several 
varieties will be planted in the 
areas to be vacated when the pres- 
ent railroad embankment and the 
Section of Grand drive are aban- 
doned. The embankment will be re-

Destruction of trees was com- 
paratively smal) in connection with 
the two-mile swath across the 
eastern and northern sides of the 
park for the River des Peres 
sewer, because this project tra- 
versed much open space. Most of 
the 430 trees taken for that were 
west of Union drive, Probably half 
of them, Pape said, were. more 
than a foot in diameter.

—mostly sycamores, maples and

WASHINGTON, May. 5.—The 
Federal Farm Board today warned 
co-operatives financed by board 
funds through the Farmers’ Na- 
tional Grain Corporation that they 
must market all of their grain 
“under the supervision of that 
farmer-owned sales agency.” 

The purpose, the board said, was 
to assure volume and ‘facilitate 
financing the consolidated market- 
ing of grain gathered co-oper- 
atively “so that the Farmers’ Na- 
tional, which under the law can- 
not handle more grain for non- 
members than for members, will 
be in a position to give the fullest 
service to farmers.” 

The board said that in one State, 
where some opposition has been 
voiced to signing a marketing 
agreement with the corporation, “a 
private commission company is 
boasting that it has 60 co-opera- 
tive elevators tied up under a five- 
vear binding contract to deliver 


ne 
grain to it in return for financing.’ 


“Some of the private commis- 
sion companies for years have re- 
quired co-operatives borrowing 
money from them to sign a bind- 
ing marketing agreement,” the 
board said. “The marketing agree- 
ments between the Farmers’ Na- 
tional and the co-operatives and 
between the co-operatives and 
their members give them the ad- 
vantage of the competitive market 
at all times.” 

The board explained, however, 
that marketing agreements are re- 
quired only where Federal Farm 
Board funds are used for financing 
grain or facilities.

ings, even though they may do the 
greatest wrong to me and mine. 
While, therefore, I hold the Brit- 


intend harm to a single English- 
man of to any legitimate interest 
he may have in India. 

I must not be misunderstood. 
Though I hold the British rule in 
India to be a curse, I do not, there- 
fore, consider Englishmen in gen- 
eral to be worse than any other 
people on earth. I have the priv- 
lege of claiming many Englishmen 
as dearest friends. Indeed, much 
that I have learned of the - evil 
of British rule is due to the writ- 
ings of frank and courageous En- 
glishmen. 


Political Serfdom. 


And why do I regard the Brit- 
ish rule as a curse?. It has im- 
poverished the dumb millions by a 
system of progressive exploitation 
and by a ruinously expensive mil- 
itary and civil ‘administration 
which the country can never af- 
ford. It hag reduced us politically 
to serfdom. It has sapped the 
foundations of our culture. And, 
by its policy of cruel disarmament, 
it has degraded us spiritually. 

In common with many of my 
countrymen, I had hugged the fond 
hope that the proposed round ta- 
ble conference might furnish a 
solution. But, when you said 
plainly that you could not give 
any assurance that you or the Brit- 
ish Cabinet would pledge yourselves 
to support a scheme of full dom- 
inion status, the round table con- 
ference could not possibly furnish 
the golution for which vocal India 
is consciously, and the dumb mil- 
lions are unconsciously, thirsting. 
Needless to say there never was 
any question of Parliament's ver- 
dict being anticipated. Instances 
are not wanting of the British 
Cabinet, in anticipation of the Par- 
liamentary verdict, having. pledged 
itself to a particular policy.

‘rived at in Calcutta at its session

“Dominion Statas.” 
But’ the Resolution of Independ- 
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dominion status is virtual inde- 
pendence? What, however, I fear 
is that there never has been any 
intention of granting such domin- 
ion status to India in the imme- 
diate future. 

But this is all past history. Since 
the announcement many events 
have happened which show unmis- 
takably the trend of British policy. 

It seems as clear as daylight that 
responsible British statemen do not 
contemplate any alteration in Brit- 
ish policy that might adversely af- 
fect Britain’s commerce with India 
or require an impartial and close 
scrutiny of Britain’s transactions 
with India. If nothing is done to 
end the process of exploitation In- 
dia must be bled with am ever in- 
creasing speed. ‘The Finance Mem- 
ber regards as a settled fact the 
1-6 ratio which by a stroke of the 
pen drains India of a few crores. 

And when a serious. attempt is 
being made through a civil form 
of direct action to unsettle this fact, 
among many others, even you can- 
not help appealing to the wealthy 
landed classes to help you to crush 
that attempt in the name of an or- 
der that grinds India to atoms. 

Unless those who work in the 
name of the nation understand 
and keep in mind the motive that 
lies behind the craving for inde- 
pendence, there is every danger of 
independence itself coming to us so 
charged as to be of no value to 
those toiling, voiceless millions for 
whom it is sought and for whom 


reason that I have been recently 
calling the public what aepnene 
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pressure of land revenue, which 
furnishes a large part of the total 
revenue, must undergo consider- 
able modification in an independ- 
ent India. Even the much vaunted 
permanent settlement benefits the 
few rich zamindars, not the ryots. 
The ryot has remained as helpless 
as ever. He is mere tenant at will. 
Not only, then, has the land rev- 
enue to be considerably reduced, 
but the whole revenue system haste 
be so revised asto.make the ryot’'s 
good its primary concern. But the 
British system seems to be designed 
to crush the very life out of him, 
Even the salt he must use to live 
is so taxed as to make the burden 
fall most heavily on him, if only 
because of the heartless impartial- 
ity of its incidence. The tax shows 
itself to be still more burdensom* 
on the poor man when it is re- 
membered that salt is the one 
thing of which he must eat more 
than the rich man both individual- 
ly and collectively. The drink and 
drug revenué, too, is derived from 
the poor. It saps the foundation 
of both their health and. mor- 
als. It is defended under the false 
plea of individual freedom, but, in 
reality, is maintained for its own 
sake. The ingenuity of the authors 
of the reforms of 1919 transferred 
this revenue to the so-called re- 
sponsible part of diarchy, so as to 
throw the burden of prohibition on 
it, thus, from the very beginning. 
rendering it powerless for good. [f 
the unhappy minister wipes out 
this revenue he must starve educa- 
tion, since in the existing circum- 
stances he has no new source of 
replacing that revenue. If the 
weight of taxation has crushed the 
poor from above, the destruction of 
the central supplementary indus- 
try, that is, hand spinning, has 
undermined their capacity for pro- 
ducing wealth. The tale of India’s 
ruination is not complete without 
reference to the liabilities incurred 
in her name. Sufficient has been 
recently said about this in the pub- 
lic press. It must be the duty of a 
free India to subject all the liabill- 
ties to the strictest investigation, 
and repudiate those that may be 
adjudged by an impartial tribunal 
to be unjust and unfair. 


Expensive Administration. 

The-iniquities sampled above are 
maintained in order to carry on a 
foreign administration, demons- 
trably the most expensive in the 
world. Take your own salary. It 
is over Rs 21,000 per month, be- 
sides many other indirect additions. 
The British Prime Minister gets 
£5000 per year, that is, over Rs 
5400 per month at the present rate 
of exchange. You are getting over 
Rs 700 per day against India’s av- 
erage income of less than annas 2 
per day. The British Prime 
Minister gets Rs 180 per day 
against Great Britain’s average in- 
come of nearly Rs 2 per day. Thus 
you are getting over five thousand 
times India’s average income. The 
British Prime Minister is getting 
only ninety times Britain’s average 
income. On bended knee I ask 
you to ponder over this phenome- 
non. I have taken a personal illus- 
tration to drive home a painful 
truth. I have too great a regard 
for you as a man to wish to hurt 
‘your feelings. I know that you do 
not need the salary you get. Prob- 
ably the whole of your salary goes 
for charity. But a system that pro- 
vides for such an arrangement de- 
serves to be summarily scrapped. 

What Independence Means. 

A radical cutting down of the 

revenue, therefore, depends upon 


expenses of the administration. This 
means a transformation of the 
scheme of government. This trans- 
formation is impossible withqut in- 
dependence. Hence, in my opin- 
jon, the spontaneous demonstra- 
tion of the twenty-sixth of January, 
in which hundreds of thousands of 
villagers instinctively participated. 
To them independence means de- 
liverance from the killing weight. 
Not one of the great British po- 
litical parties, it seems to me, is 
prepared to give up the Indian

herself from day to day, often, in 
spite of the unanimous opposition 
of Indian opinion. Nevertheless, if 
India is to live as a nation, if the 
slow death by starvation of her 
people is to stop, some remedy 
must be found for immediate re- 
lief.

It Is not 
a matter of carrying conviction by 
argument. The matter resolves it- 
self into one of matching forces.

PARIS, rt ane nace von AE that 
3000 or 4000 supposedly duthentic 
paintings by celebrated artists are 
only copies executed under orders 
by the grandson of Millet, painter 
of the “Angelus” has created the 
greatest sensation of years in ar- 
tistic circles here. 

Jean Charles Millet, the found- 
er and leader of the organization 
that has been carrying on this 
wholesale traffic in spurious mas- 
terpieces, admits it has been go-| 
ing on four years and has named 
as his principal. collaborator a 
painter called Cazeau, who has a 
studio in the Paris suburb of Mai- 
sons-Laffitte, 

Amazing discoveries have been 
made about the extent of the al- 
leged frauds and the success with 
which they have been worked. It 
Is affirmed that even in the Millet 
museum at Barbizon, where the 
painter lived and worked, many 
pictures attributed to him are 
mere copies executed by Cazeau. 
Cazeau appears to possess real 
talent. His copies have been sold 
for prices ranging up to $60,000. 

‘Fakes Sold for High Prices. 

Foreign museums and galleries 
as well as individual collectors 
possess some of his fakes, pur- 
chased at extravagant prices. Mil- 
let was not the only master cop- 
ied. Faked Sisleys, Corots, Mo- 
nets, Utrillos, Bonnassieux and Pis- 
saros have also been sent out by 
the organization, aided by a num- 
acting ap- 
parently in good faith. 

Millet’s grandson had kept the 
artist’s own signature stamp, “J. F. 
M.,” by means of which the. pic- 
tures were made to look authentic. 
The copies were marvelous repro- 
ductions of Millet’s style. Young 
Millet would produce letters from 
his grandfather or other docu- 
mentary testimony and purchasers 
never had the slightest suspicion. 

e traffic was disclosed. when 
a French industrialist. an art col- 
lector, learned by accident that one 
of the pictures attributed to Millet 
and sold to him by the master’s 
grandson was a fake. 
Wood Touched Up. 

To give the copies every appear- 
ance of authenticity, Cazeau was 
accustomed to buy old but other- 
wise -ralueless pictures and -paint 
on them so that the ‘wood and 
other details would give all guar- 
antees of the epoch. 

A large number of faked paint- 
ings have been sefzed in the stu- 
diés of both Millet and Cazeau. 
Some of the organization’s copies 
have been seized in Paris  gal- 
leries.

Sen- 
ator Gillett asked Senator Dill if he would not agree 
that it is no evidence at all of an inferior Judge's 
opinion that he follows a Supreme Court ruling. Dill 
replied: “I do not agree to it. In a case of this 
kind I think that the Judge of an inferior court has 
the same right to show independence as has a Judge 
of the Supreme Court, and I think if he is fit to be 
on the supreme bench he will exercise that right by 
giving expression to his dissenting views.” . 
Illustration of inferior Judges’ personal dissent 
from Supreme Court ruling was given in the Sen- 
ate debate; even more to the point, the instance was 
cited of a State Supreme Court which decided a case 
contrary to prevailing U. 8S. Supreme Court views, 
whereupon the latter reversed its own views and af- 
firmed the State Supreme Court’s decision. 
Judge Faris did not violate his oath of office in 
expressing dissent from the Circuit Court’s ruling; 
on the contrary he displayed that independence of 
mind which distinguishes a good Judge from a medi- 
ocre one. 
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BALTIMORE AND ST. LOUIS. 
Not since the raid on the Sabine women has there 
been anything like the way St. Louis replenishes her- 
self at the expense of Baltimore. Within the last two 
years Baltimore has given us the director of our Art 
Museum, the industrial expert of our industrial club 
and our weather observer. 
Inevitably, Messrs. Nunn, Smith and Rogers each 
had his following. The result is that Baltimore, 
which was expected to have over 800,000 people in the 
1930 census, turns up with only 789,921. St. Louis, 
upon the other hand, considered a few days ago in 
danger of being passed in the 1930 census by both 
Baltimore and Boston, seems likely to remain ahead 
of both. 
However, so long as Henry L. Mencken claims Bal- 
timore as his home St. Louis is in no mood to stick 
an ostrich plume in her hat and call herself Mrs. 
Macaroni. 
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DR. BUTLER BEFORE THE REICHSTAG. 
It was a historic occasion when, last Friday, Presi- 
dent Nicholas Murray Butler of Columbia University 
addressed the Reichstag. He is the first American 
to have had that honor. The distinction was happily 
bestowed. Speaking in German, he chose for his 
subject “Imponderables,” a word which Bismarck 
has implanted in Germanic thought, and the Amer- 
ican educator showed himself in full accord with the 
Iron Chancellor's philosophy that “intangibles rule 
the world.” 
An intangible, or ideal, which cannot long be de- 
layed, he said, is the ecpnomic unity of Europe. 
Therein Hes the solution of Europe’s industrial dif- 
ficulties. America’s industrial development, it was 
explained, was due to the fact that there were no 
commercial barriers between the states. Had tariff 
walls been erected along our state lines we should be 
today, he believes, an impoverished people. 
The vital spark in freedom of trade, he pointed out, 
is co-operation. Thaf is the solvent of humanity's 
woes. We have many problems—social, political, in- 
dustrial and religious. They can never be solved “by 
hate, by conflict or by force.” They m&y be sup 
pressed by such means but they can be solved only 
by friendly association and consultation, “with the 
fixed purpose of doing justice and establishing liberty 
among men.” 

Progress to this “one, far-off divine event,” as Ten- 
nyson envisioned it, could be discerned, Dr. Butler 
pointed out, in science, in the expanding character 
of literature d in institutions dedicated to that 
end, such as Lenses of Nations, the Permanent 
Court of Arbitration and the Permanent Court of 
International Justice, which already have an inspir- 
ing body of accomplishment, 

In a word, Dr. Butler preached the doctrine of in- 
ternationalism, which, he is convinced, must prevail 
for the reason that the “economic life of any nation, 
however immense and however rich, has already 
ceased to be national and independent and has long 
since become international and dependent.” That the 
statesmanship of the world is not yet prepared to 
accept this truth and formulate national policies in 
consonance with it does not have to be asserted, but 
now, as always, it devolves apon the prophets of to- 
day to preach tomorrow's gospel. : :

have more law enforcement and why we need so 
many prisons. 

The solution is obvious. We have attempted to ac 
complish the impossible by law. We have invested 
an authority in the Government to which public sen- 
timent has refused to submit. The American people 
are today in rebellion against this assumption of 


statement. They are mistaken. They may deplore 
it. Their tears are vain. That is the truth of it, and 
until that truth is faced and rationally met this dance 
of death will go on. 

Upon whom rests the responsibility of squarely 
facing this truth and fearlessly proposing the one 
dignified and effectual remedy? Upon the President 
of the United States, who should make a plain, un- 
equivocal statement to Congress. This duty cannot 
be assigned to a commission. It cannot be delegated 
to anybody. It is the President’s job. It calls for 
moral courage of the highest order, but that is the 


sal mistake. We have paid for it, and are paying for 
it, in terrifying terms. For 10 years we have lived 
in an atmosphere of hysteria, violence, lawlessness 
and corruption, without parallel in our annals. There 
is no sign of abatement. On the contrary, public de- 
fiance of this law is strengthened and extended with 
every new effort of the Government at compulsion. 

We cannot correct this mistake by building more 
prisons, by establishing more courts, by creating 
more felonies by so-called law. We cannot station 
a police officer at every citizen’s door. We cannot 
put the American people in jail Yet that is the 
philosophy of the President’s law enforcement policy. 
It is utterly and fatally wrong. The one cure for our 
national affliction is repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, and the man to propose, prescribe and effect 
that cure is Herbert Hoover.

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WHEN INTOLERANCE RULES. 

A jury at Rolla was unable to agree as to the guilt 
or innocence of Singing Evangelist Paul Bennett. 
Bennett was tried on a charge of criminal libel pre 
ferred by Miss Olive Warren, teacher in the Newburg, 
Mo., High School. Miss Warren said that Bennett 
circulated a poster asking if she-had not helped a 
man drink a quart of whisky and if she doesn't 
drink and smoke. 

The interest in the trial lies in the apparent psy- 
chology of intolerance now current in America, par- 
ticularly in the rural districts. 
Miss Warren, who seems to be a woman and teach- 
er of excellent standing and reputation, probably 
knows her community. Not only did she bring wit- | 
nesses to testify to her good character and conduct 
and her abstention from the mildest intoxicant and 
alluring cigarette, but she felt called upon to testify 
that she never touched intoxicants or tobacco, and 
that while she was acquainted with several men, 
never rides in automobiles with them. She felt boun@ 
to prove that she eschewed every joy in life that 
could possibly fall under the rigid ban of the new 


The trial at Rolla throws light on the twisted minds 
of the intolerants of today who are creating new 
crimes and offenses against morality of things in 
themselves innocent and strive to punish them by 
law or by the condemnation of society. The intoler- 
ant zealot rakes the dirt for insinuations and charges 
of conduct condemned by him and his followers, and 
if they cannot be punished by law there is worse pun- 
ishment—social and economic.

The President in his special mes- 
sage again recommended “he concentration 
of prohibition administration in the Depart- 
ment of Justice and noted the congestion 
in the Federal courts and the stockyards 
condition in the prisons. 
“There must be extension of Federal 
prisons,” he said, “with more adequate pa-

prisoners. . We have aliready~11,985 prison- 
ers Federal establishments built for 
6946. " The number of Federal prisoners in 
Federal and state institutions increased 
6277 in the nine months from June 31, 
1929, to April 1, 1930.” ‘= 

The Federal courts cannot find time to 
try the cases. The Federal] prisons cannot 
find room to confine the convicts. Stale 
prisons and many county jails are in the 
same conditions. The Ohio State peniten- 
tiary, where over 300 men lost their 
lives in a fire, had a roll call of over 4000 
in a prison built for 1500. The Federal 
Government farms many of its convicts out 
to State and county prisons and jails. Over- 
crowding in Federal penal buildings is not 
the whole story of Federal law enforcement. 
Leavenworth’s normal capacity is 1640. it 
has over 5000.

CHICAGO, May 6.—Prof. Albert 
A. Michelson, physicist, who has 
measured the speed of light, paints 
with skill and handilesa violin with 
ability, has added musical compo- 
sition to his accomplishments. 

“Grandpa's Lullaby” was com- 
posed some years ago but never 
set down, and its existence became 
known by accident last week. Dr. 
Michelson and Ernest T. Gund- 
lach, head of a Chicago advertis- 
ing firm, had beeen taking turns 
at the piano. Dr. Michelson  ob- 
served: “I once wrote a piece of 
music.” He played it, and Gund- 
lach set it down on paper: 

It is in three-four time, in the 
key of C major and is no longer 
than a single sheet of music pa- 
per. At the top is written the ti- 
‘tle, “Grandpa’s Lullaby,” and the 
|composer is given as “Albert 
Michelson.” Beneath his name is 
written the date and the .informa- 
tion that it is “Opus 3854.”

Dr. Michelson had little to say. 
“It’s really nothing,” he said. “I 
composed it several years ago for 
a child and for the fun of it.”

Con- 
version of a nation that has con- 
sciously or unconsciously preyed 
upon another far more numerous, 
far more ancient, and no less cul- 
tured than ftself is worth any 
amount of risk. 

I have déliberately used the 
word conversion. For my ambition 
is no less than to convert the Brit- 


‘ish people through non-violence, 


and thus make them see the 
wrong they have done to India. I 
do not seek to harm your people. 
I want to serve them even as I 
want to serve my own people. I 
believe that I have always servéd 
them. I seryed them up to 1919 
blindly. But when my eyes were 


|| opened and I conceived non-co-op- 


eration, the object still was to serve 
them. I employed the same weap- 
on that I have in all humility suc- 
cessfully used against the dearest 
members of my family. If I have 
as much love for your people as for 
mine it will not long remain hidden 
It will be acknowledged by them 
even as the members of my fam- 
ily acknowledged it after they 
had tried me for several years. If 
the people join me as I expect they 
will, the sufferings they will un- 
dergo, unless the British nation 
s00n retraces its steps, will be 
enough to melt the stoniest 
hearts. 
Seeks Oonference Between Equals. 
The plan through civil disobedi- 
ence will be to combat such evils 
as IT have sampled out. If we 
want to sever the British connec- 
tion it is because of such evils. 
When they are removed the path 
becomes easy. Then the way to 
friendly negotiation will be open.

NEW YORK, May 6.—Two city 


Detectives, accused -of extorting 
$25 from a speakeasy proprietor, 


were denounced today by Police 
Commissiofier Whalen as “worse 
than Judas.” The occasion was 
the daily lineup at police head- 
quarters which for years Freder- 
ick W. Opperman and John Fo- 
ran, had attended, but always 
ainong the massed detectives. To- 
day they took their places on the 
platform across which panhand- 
lers, thieves, vagrants and the 
like pass. 

“On this - platform,” Whalen 
said, “I have: praised and pro- 
moted men for good and heroic 
work. I have preached that hon- 
esty is the best policy.

Police Ordered to Make Arrests, 
Particularly of Auto Drivers 
Passing Street Cars, 


Enforcement of the new traffic 
code, which became effective April 
25, will begin, according to Chief 


of Police Gerk,’ early tomorrow. 
The code corresponds to the regu- 
lations being urged for adoption 
throughout the nation. 

Spasmodic enforcement of the 
new rules is not to be tolerated, 
the Chief has notified the Police 
Department, but he expects all the 
members to see that they are en- 
forced as part of their daily rou- 
tine, with the idea of improving 
traffic conditions. A general or- 
der to the department directs all 
policemen to study the lengthy 
code. 

Citizens may obtain free copies 
of the ordinance at the City Regis- 
ter’s office, 203 city hali. 

The most important section of 
the code, Chief Gerk said, is the 
one about vehicles passing street 
cars, and he ordered particularly 
vigorous enforcement of this. Its 
provisions are: 

Where a street car has stopped 
or is about to stop to receive or 
discharge passengers, a vehicle 
overtaking it shall be halfed to- 
the rear of the nearest running 
board or door of the trolley un- 
till passengers have boarded the 
car or reached a place of safety. . 
This does not apply where there 
is a safety zone, but vehicles 
must pass to the right of the 
safety zone past a trolley at rea- 
sonable speed and with due cau- 
tion for the safety of pedestrians. 

On a one-way street a vehicle 
overtaking a trolley that has 
stopped or is about to stop for 
passengers shall be halted at and 
not beyond the front platform of 
the troMey, before proceeding 
past the car, and then shall pro- 
ceed with caution. 

Heretofore the St. Louis ordi- 
nance has permitted a vehicle to 
Pass a standing street car where 
there is eight feet of clearance 
between the two, and there was 
no rule concerning passing a trol- 
ley on a one-way street, The rule 
of passing a trolley on the: left on 
a one-way street is unchanged. 

Among other provisions of the 
new code are: 

No vehicle shall be driven into 
an intersection in front or a trol- 
ley that has started to cross. 

Vehicles may go to the left as 
well as right of safety zones unless 
forbidden by signs or policemen, 
but vehicles may not go through 
zones.

bumpers. 

Vehicles must not be stopped or 
parked where they leave less than 
for 
traffic. Before emerging from an 
alley, driveway or building, ve- 
hicles must be stopped.

SHALL, SAYS LAMONT 


Commerce Secretary Thinks 
Excess Over Demand May 
Quickly Be Absorbed. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Persis- 
tent weakness of the scale of co:n- 
modity prices plus complaint of 
over-production in many lines, 
should not, in the opinion of Rob- 
ert P. Lamont, Secretary of Com- 
merce, be allowed to cloud the 
fact thut such an over-supply of 
commodities as now exists is rela- 
tively small, : 

Scrious as hes been its effect on 
prices—bringing about a fall in 
the general index ratios that 
ranges from 6 to 8 per cent since 
December—he is inclined to regard 


the surplus as one that in many 
lines may swiftly disappear. 

“It is rather remarkable how 
small a difference is needed be- 
tween supply and consumption to 
put a weight on prices, or con- 
versely, to thrust them up,” La- 
mont suid. “We used to find in 
the case of pig iron that a varia- 
tion of § or 2 per cent of suppiy

over demand or the reverse was 
more than sufficient to vary prices. 

“This spring, approaching - the 
situation in the oil industry, the 
Federal oil conservation board 
studies convinced the industry that

ple expedient of stopping Sunday 
work in refineries. The adoption 


of that suggestion rather generally 


curtailed supply by something less 
than one-seventh, and seems for 
that single industry to have ad- 
justed the situation to the advan- 
tage of all concerned. 

“Now, in the industrial world 
generally “it seems probable that 
the maximum swing between what 
we think of as high -production and 
low production is roughly within a 
limit of 10 per cent up or down 
from the average. Of course, 
there isn’t any easy way out of a 
period of over-accumulation of 
stocks for the industrial world; 
things simply have to slow down 
until consumption catches up, as 
we learned in 1921 and 1922. But 
there are no such accumulations 
today of goods on hand as there 
were then. Prices will not have to 
break as badly to effect output re- 
duction, and they haven't done so. 

“From all of our studies, it does 
not seem that industrial goods have 
been piled up high enough in any 
staple line to threaten a protracted 
period of absorption before they 
are moved and before production 
and distribution can be resumed at 
normal pressure. With a steady in- 
crease in population in the country,

The sound 
waves are received through the 
microphone over the heads of the 
players and are carried to the re- 
cording camera, where they are 
transformed into light waves to 
register on the film.

This green 
matrix is later soaked with dye of 
a greenish cast and laid on the 
gelatin-coated atrip of celluloid di- 
rectly over the color whi¢h has 
been imbibed from the red image 
or scene. 

Through this second application 
the gelatin coating now drinks in 
from the green matrix all of the 
color necessary to furnish the re- 
quired gradations or shades of 
green. Thus the gelatin layer is 
interpenetrated with both dyes— 
red and green—in exactly the same 
proportions that those colors with 
their varying shades in the scenes 
as originally photographed. 

When this has all beén done, 
these colors are “set” on the film 
and we have a motion picture with 
every one of its many and diverai- 
fied scenes al) recorded in natural 
colors ready for showing in the 
theaters. It must be remembered 
that red, blue and yellow are the 
three primary colors from which 

ll other colors can be made. In 
hnicolor the blue and yellow 
primaries are combined the 
green, while the red stands alone.
